THE PETITIOr OF AMERICAN JEWS 



It Will Be Received From the Amer- 
ican Charge With the Usual Cor- 
dialty Aeeorded u Envoy. 



In Returning the Petition Officiala 
Will Assure Mr. Riddle That Rua- 
ala Cherlahea No III Will To* 
¥Mtrda the United tutea. 

Washlnsrton, June 27— The Russian 
government has learned with profound 
regret of the intention of the Wash- 
ington authorities to forward to St 
Petersburg a petition from American 
Jews relative to Russia's treatment of 
her Jewish subjects. It is yet hoped 
that the United States will appreciate 
the Russian view of the case and will 
content itself with the kindly expres- 
sions of sympathy which it has already 
offered for the affair at Kishineff. The 
Russian poEltion regarding what is 
considered outside interferences in tho 
internal affairs of Russia has already 
been stated. That position continues 
to be held and Mr. Riddle, the Amer- 
ican charge, when he presents the pe> 
tltion at the Russian foreign offlce 
will bi^ received with the same cor- 
diality always accorded an American 
envoy. In returning the petition to 
Mr. Riddle, the officials will assure 
htm that Russia cherishes no ill will 
towards the United States and that 
the action It takos with respect to the 
petition Is necessary In view of Rus- 
sia's unalterable policy of refraining 
from Interference in the internal af- 
Hairs of other powers and insisting oo 
limllar traatment for itself. 

The Ruasian government hopea its 
Irmness in the matter will not be mis- 
inderstood, hut in view of the an- 
aouncement of its posiiit)n weeks ago, 
IS surprised at the developments which 
will force a reiteration of ita views. 
Mr. Riddle, it can be stated, will be sub- 
lect to no personal embarrassment in 
presenting the petition and be will be 
fiven to understand that the St. Pe- 
:ersbiirff authorities appreciate tho 
fact that he is only carrying out bis 
orders. Should the presentation of 
the petition be deferred until the re- 
turn to St. Petersburg of Mr. McCur- 
mick, the American ambassador tc 
Russia, the same program will ohtali 
unless in the meantime the Russian 
government is made aware of extenu- 
ating circumstancea, which puts the 
matter in a different light. Indeed, it 
la declared Russia would be glad to do 
anything possible to relieve the ten- 
sion In the United States, but feels 
unable to sacrifice a principle which It 
has followed hitherto and the Ameri- 
can support of which it haa warmly 
endorsed. 

the Russian government readily ad- 
mits the sincerity of the American 
government's decision and (Iccllnes to 
listen to reports that the forwarding 
of the petition has any ulterior signifl- 
cunce or is in any way associated with 
any other matters.

SI6IIIRCANI POLITIGAL SPEECHES 



William For the First Time Saw the 
Flajf of the President of 
the United Statei. 



Prince and Princess Henry Gave s 
Large Garden Party Friday After- 
neon Which Waa Attended ly 
the Amerlsan OMsefe* 

Kiel, Prussia, June 27 —The dinnei 
given by United States Ambassador 
Tower to the German, emperor Friday 
Bight waa made the opportunity, both 
1>y the emperor aad the ambaaaador, 
to utter ipeeehee ef pelBXUM etgaHI- 
cance. 

Ambassador Tower, among other 
thlnga, said: "It is with very great 
pleaaure that I have been permitted 
to present to yov Rr. Adm. Cotton and 
the offlcers of the United States navy 
who accompany him' upon this visit 
to Kiel in response to your Invitation. 
They come here with their ships ol 
war upon a mission of peaice, bringing 
with them cordial sentimenta of friend- 
abip from America to Germany. I am 
convinced, sir, that you and your peo 
pie entertain the same sentiments in 
return towards the president and peu 
pie of the United States. Your inter 
est In us has proven this on many 
memorable occasions, especially upon 
that of the visit of his royal highness 
Prince Henry, who was received 
throughout , the country with demon- 
Btrations of hearty and sincere wel- 
come, and who, when be embarlced, 
left behind him. the universal wish that 
he wohM visit tia a^n. 

"Mutual understanding between nOr 
tions as between individuals is best 
attained by personal intercourse, 
which leads to better acquaintance, 
and it is a happy outcome of an occa- 
Bion like this that friends strengthen 
their friendship, which in the case of 
two great powers like Germany and 
the United States, is a benefit to the 
whole civilization, extension of com- 
merce and the peace of the world." 

Mr. Tower then proposed the health 
of the German emperor, ther empress, 
the crown prince and the members of 
the imperial family. 

Emperor William, speaking in Eng- 
lish, made the following reply: 

"la respondUig to your excellency's 
warm and sympathetic toast, I offer 
a cordial welcome to the American 
squadron, Adm. Cotton and his offlcers, 
in the name of the German people. 
We look upon fhem as the bearers of 
the friendly sentiments of the citizens 
of the United SUtes, to which I can 
aaaure your excellency the whole of 
Germany heartily responds. I am hap- 
py that my hopes for a better mutual 
understanding between our two coun- 
tries through the personal Intercourse 
which my brother. Prince Henry, was 
able to hold with your excellency's 
countrymen, have been fully realised, 
and have strengthened the bonds of 
friendship between Germany and Am 
erlea.. 

"It Is now my duty to beg your ex- 
cellency to thank his excellency, the 
president of the United State*, for 
this Joyous occasion for which we are 
indebted to his Ictadness. We all over 
here admire his firmness of character, 
his iron will, his devotion to bis coun- 
try and his Indomitable energy, and 
we readily grasp the hand proffered 
to us across the sea In cordial friend- 
ship, feeling at the same time that 
blood Is thidcer than water. 

"Gentlemen. I propose the toast of 
bis excellency, the president of the 
United States: God blesa htm and 
the United States." 

Emperor William Friday night for 
the first time saw the flag of the presi- 
dent of the United SUtes. which form- 
ed part of the decorations of the ban- 
queting room in the yacht club house, 
where AShbasaador Tower'a dinner 
waa given. 

After dinner the emperor walked to 
the Hotel Seebade-Anstalt, which Is 
near the yacht club, and sat with Am- 
bassador Tower and the others on the 
veranda for an hour. 

Prince and Princess Henry gave a 
large garden party Friday afternoon 
which was attended by all the Am 
erican naval officers who coold get 
leave and those civilian Americans via 
Itlng Kiel. The prince and princess, 
as the line of guests defiled past them, 
picked out the Americans and stepped 
forward and shook hands with each. 
The emperor and empress returned 
from the yacht racing in time to at- 
tend the party. Prince Henry present- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbill 
to their majesties and the emperor 
! conversed with Mrs. Vanderbilt. The 
•mperor and empreaa moved about the 
grounds freely, stopping to talk wltb 
those they ;^fw.

Oov. Beekham toorea H|e Critice in 
a etatement. 

FTankftort, Ky., June 17.— Oov. Beclt 
ham, in response to a great many re- 
quests. Friday gave out a long state- 
ment in regard to the Kentucky feud 
troubles. In it h« canstically scores 
his critics. He says the constitution 
limits the executive's acta and he has 
no powers to oast Judgei. He suggeat- 
ed that Judge Redwine transfer the 
Jett and White cases, but could not 
insist when he refused to do so. 

The governor scores the newspapers 
foi telling him what he should do an J 
declares the criticisms have not swerv- 
ed him. He can not decUtfe mlurtial 
law and court-martial the prisoners. 
Republicans who harrassed William 
Goebel, he says, now howl about the 
troubles In Breathitt county, and still 
defend assassins. Democrats, he say.s, 
will punish all the criminals and adds: 

"I do not speak of the maas of the 
republicans of Kentucky, who, I be 
lieve, do not approve of crime and law- 
lessness of any kind, but I refer tj 
those whose bitterness and malignancy 
^ould place upon me the responsibility 
of the condition of affairs in Breathitt, 
where I have endeavored with all the 
power in my handa to reatore peace 
in that co enty." 

POSTMASTER GENERAL PAYNE. 



The President Haa Abaolute Confi. 
denee In Him. 

Washington, June 27.— "The presi- 
dent has absolute confidence in Post- 
master General I'ayne and has no 
thought that he will leave the cabi- 
net," said Senator Hanna Friday after 
an extended visit to the white house. 
He added: "The president is satis- 
fled with the work Mr. Payne is doing 
and appreciates his integrity and ex- 
ecutive ability. Mr. Payne haa no 
thought of resigning, but if he did, his 
resignation would not be accepted by 
the prealdent."

The on- 
ly difference compared to the present 
scale is that Iron at 111 is made the 
basis instead of $11. 

The miners went into executive ses- 
sion after receiving the offer to dis- 
cuss the same and there are proba- 
bilities that it will he accepted with 
some minor changes.

tban'there were last and the condition of 
tbe crop is remarkablv high aa a whole. 
But in the face of this the grain gamblers 
have "boosted" the price way up thia 
week. The new wheat will be on shortly 
and then they will "boost" the price the 
other way. 

ONE OF THE MANY TRUSTS. 
Milk FUKar forms tbe basis of baby 
foods. It is, therefore, a most neoessary 
product in tbooaands of households, and 

it should be as cheap as possible. It 
would certainly seem cruel, almost in- 
homan, to legislate to make the price of 
baby food nearly double what it shotild 
be and thus put it out of the reach of 
millions of little nnfnrtnnatea. But this 
ia just what ConjfrepH did when it, in 
1897, put a duty of live cents a pound on 
sugar of milk. 

The Casein Company of America not 
only controls tbe National Milk Sugar 
Company, the principal manufacturer of 
milk sugar in this country, but it controls 
tbe milk sugar industry of the world. 

It is now selling milk susar in this 
coantry at 14} cents and in Europe at 9i 



cents per pound. It manufactures it 
here, principally in New York and lUi- 
noia, and exports it to other parts of the 
world. Tbe difference in ita foreign and 
domeatic prices is exactly tbe amount of 
our tarid' duty. The milk-sugar infant 
gets its protection at the expense of the 
human infant We are sacrificing homan 
infanta on the altar of protection. We 
are putting the dollar above the man. 
Yet oar President is discassing "race 
suicide" without supfcesting lower duties 
on f(X>d and clothing, all of which vastly 
increase the cost of living and thos 
starve and freese the little onee and 
greatly increase the death rate. 

Moody's Manual of Corporation Securi- 
ties for 1903 tolls us that tbe capital 
stock of the Oasein Company of America 
consists of $1,000,000 of 8 per cent, cumu- 
lative preferred and $6,500,000 of com- 
mon, and the nal eamiaiti in 1902-3 
were about $1,700,000. The total value 
of our milk sugar product probably does 
not exceed |8,000/X)0. Tbna thia pro- 
tected industry makea a net profit of 
more than 25 per cent, on ita highly 
watered capital and of perhaps 100 per 
cent on the aales of its products. 

President Itoosevelt should atop scold- 
ing tbe fathera and mothers of this 
country until he baa bad a private seance 
with the directors of the Oasein Com- 
pany, and until he has asked Congress 
to take tbe tariff duties off ail products 
made bir tmata whleh do not need pro- 
tection and which use it only to unduly 
increaae the coat of raising children.
